be dissected with care. 


Not the least of these is the question of cost and how it is to be dis- 
tributed. In other words who is to provide

scheme is made operative and whether the benefits are likely to be com- 


mensurate with the cost.

Stamp Must Be Requested 


If Properly Tagged Return Poultry 
Crates Not Dutiable 

With regard to the export of live 
poultry from Canada to the United 
States, there is no duty charged on 
properly marked return crates, but 
a duty of 30 cents per crate is 
charged Canadian shippers on the 
return of their crates into Canada, 
unless, prior to shipping the poultry 
to the United States, the Canadian 
shipper has the crates properly 
tagged by a Canadian Customs 
official as being of Canadian manu- 
facture. A Customs stamp is placed 
by the Customs officer on wooden 
crates, and a metal seal is attached | 
to metal crates. In order to have 
this stamp placed on the coops, .it 
must be requested by the Canadian 
shipper.

Ottawa.—Scotsmen in Canada are 
in a bad way, They can get no hag- 
gis trom Scotland, but to add insult 
to injury they have been told they 
may get them from France, 

William Fraser, Liberal member 
for Northumberland, brought the 
matter to the attention of the high 
court of parliament and asked Hon.

He 
ordered his haggis but the shipment 
was stopped at Montreal.

Indispensable Article In| 
All Industrial Processes 


! 

Diamonds, once regarded merely 
as glittering gems for the adorn-| 
ment of feminine beauty, and covet- 
ed for their value, are now playing 
a prominent part in industry. 

To-day there are far more dia- 
monds used for industrial purposes 
than as gems. But, as hardness 
alone is needed for industry and not} 
color and water, their value is less) 
than those used for adornment. 

Industrial diamonds cost from £2 
to £5 a carat. A flawless gem may 
realize £100 a carat. 

The grading, preparing, and sale 
of industrial diamonds is another| 
industry which has become _pre- 
dominantly British. 

London is now the centre of the 
trade, practically 98 per cent. of the 
world’s production of industrial dia- 
monds being dealt with within a few 
hundred yards of Hatton Garden. 

Where once Amsterdam and Ant- 
werp were the world centres of the 
diamond trade, London now reigns 
supreme, Amsterdam and Antwerp 
still do most of the diamond cutting 
and polishing, but the stones come 
from the London market. 

Practically every industry now 
uses diamonds in one or more of its 
processes. 

And it is diamonds, used for cut- 
ting the hardest of metals with ex- 
treme accuracy, and for sharpening 
and truing modern machining and| 
grinding tools, that have in great| 
part enabled mass production with 
{ts greater rapidity and lower costs, 
to be brought into operation. 

Industrial diamonds play _ their 
part in producing pipe-stems, elec-| 
tric light filaments, cutting and 
shaping stone, marble, and granite 
in a fraction of the time previously | 
occupied, and in boring for coal and 
oil. 

Scientists and engineers in recent} 
years have increased the hardness 
of metals so much, particularly for 
tool steel, that it has been found | 
extremely difficult to get metal tools 
to work them. 

When it was found that diamond 
pointed tools would cut them like 
cheese, diamonds became in greater 
demand. 

Rock drilling has been speeded up 
so tremendously by the diamond that 
the diamond-faced borers now used 
will cut through 18 inches of the 
hardest granite in an hour, even at 
a depth of 2,000 feet in the ground. 

“From the turning of vulcanite 
pipe-stems to the making of motor 
cars, there is hardly an_ industry 
which does not use diamonds in 
some form or other,’’ Mr. White, of 
the Diamond Development Company, 
said, 

“All the big dealers in diamonds 
are now in London, and it is from 
here that they are sent all over the 
world. There is also a rapidly grow- 
ing industry in this country in the 
manufacture of diamond-faced tools 
for all kinds of purposes, 

“Such things as motor car pis- 
tons are now machined with dia- 
mond-edged tools, which give very 
great accuracy and a much smoother 
finish than can be obtained in any 
other way. 

“Electric light filaments, which| 
are made from very hard wire, are 
drawn through a diamond in which 
a hole has been bored. Extreme ac-! 
curacy is necessary in this process, 
so that the very fine wire shall al- 
ways be of the same thickness, 

“When metal dies were used the 
hole gradually got larger, altering 
the thickness of the wire and chang- 
ing the voltage it would stand, but 
many tons of wire can be drawn 
through a diamond without the hole} 
changing in size at all, | 

“From being purely a luxury!

A Very Useful Organ 


Many Ailments Warded Off By Nose 
States Doctor 

The following interesting article is 

by Jas. W. Barton, M.D.: It is said 

that the farther north one travels 


| the larger will the noses of the in- 
| habitants be found, 


During cool or cold weather, 
which together make up a consider- 
able part of the year in the northern 
climate it is out of the question to 
breathe unwarmed air. Our lungs 
would soon pain us to an unbearable 
extent. Strenuous exercise in cold 
weather brings a sharp pain stab- 


| bing the lungs as the air is drawn 


in, part through the mouth, to-meet 
the great demand of the lungs for 
air, Because of these conditions na- 
tives of colder climates are equipped 
with long noses as compared with 
short noses of natives of warmer 
climates where nature partially pre- 
pares the air for human use. Resi- 
dents of a cool climate require plenty 
of radiator space within their noses,” 

I am quoting Fassett Edwards in 
an article on The Nose in Hygeia. 

However, air needs more than 
warming before it enters the lungs. 
Some of the dust of the air should 
be removed by the tiny hairs inside 
the nose, the air must be moistened, 
and what is even more important, 
various infectious ailments are pre- 
vented if the moist mucous lining of 
the nose is in a healthy condition. 

There was a time when the most 
important consideration was the 
amount of air that entered the lungs 
through the nose. If the middle 
partition of the nose (the septum) 
was bent an attempt was made by 
surgery to straighten it. And if the 
bony processes on either side of the 
nose were very large and obstruc- 
tive, the removal of a part of these 
bones was done by a surgical opera- 
tion. 

To-day it is felt that in a number 
of cases this enlarged bone may have 
to be removed, but the operations 
are not as frequent now and every 
care is taken to preserve as much 
of the mucous lining of ihe nose as 
possible. This mucous lining is so 
powerful in warding off the ailments 
that come by way of the air—chil- 
dren’s diseases, tuberculosis and 
others—-that after battling harmful 
organisms successfully it is ready to 
do so again within five or ten min- 
utes. 

The nose is a useful organ aside 
from the above as taste is felt to 
be at least three-quarters smell. An 
inflamed nose from a cold makes 
food almost tasteless.

Although modern day film has 
simplified snapshooting and allows 
for a certain amount of variation in 
shutter speed and lens aperture, 
some owners of new cameras seem 


to be having a little trouble in get-| 


ting properly exposed snapshots. 

Well, the first time you played golf 
you didn't get a perfect drive, did 
you? It’s practice and experimenting 
that make for improvement. 

Here's a suggestion that will help 
you get better results; that is, if 
you follow it. 

When you take a picture make a 
note of the ‘‘stop” you used. By that 
I mean, the first or second opening, 
if you have a box camera, or if you 
have a folding camera you should 
also make note of the speed of the 
shutter, that is, 125th of a second, 
150th or whatever it may have been. 
When the prints are returned you 
can look at them and say to your- 
self—‘This one of Billie is awfully 
dark and doesn't show up as I ex- 
pected. Let's see now---I took this 
picture at noon at 1/50th of a sec- 
ond and had the diaphragm set at 
f.11. A little too fast to get the 
proper exposure under a hazy sky. 
The next time, under the same con- 
ditions, I'll either set the diaphragm 
pointer at £.8 to let in more light or 
else leave the diaphragm opening at 


f.11 and set the shutter speed at) 


125th of a second so as to give the 
picture a longer exposure.” You can 
readily see how valuable and im- 
portant this information would be to 


help improve the quality of your Pic-| 


tures,

Remember that snapshots of your 
child doing something make the 
most fascinating pictures for your 
memory album. 


Let's try for a picture this week 
of Billie playing with his favorite 
toy—the one he always makes a 
rush for when he gets home from 
school.

In any case, 
keep your camera loaded, watch for 
him at play and snap a picture of 
him that is characteristic of his play- 
time hours. Billie will grow up but 
not his pictures, and you will be glad 
some day to have him before your 
eyes, the little boy again at play, just 
as he was. Remember, the picture 
you want is his natural self. So don’t 
let him pose or you will more likely 
get an attempted impersonation of

ber that he should not be staring di- 
rectly at the camera when you snap 
the shutter. Let him be intent on the 
thing he is doing, otherwise the pic- 
ture may look as if you had just 
interrupted him with a scolding and 
ordered him to stop. Make two or 
three shots of him doing the par- 
ticular thing you want the picture 
of, and try again, if necessary, until 
you get that quality of naturalness 
in pose and action that makes the 
true charm of children's pictures. 


If you can’t visualize a good story- 
telling picture, you will find innu- 
merable ideas in magazines, espe- 
cially those catering to the home or 
children. It would be quite unusual 
to thumb through the pages of one 
of these magazines without finding 
an advertisement or story from 
which you would get an idea you 
can apply to a snapshot in or around 
the home. Try it and don’t forget to 
| keep a record of the aperture you 
used and the shutter speed.

British Farmers Get Break 


Tithes Levied Against Land For 
Centuries Now Abolished 

To end the controversy which has} 
vexed Britain for more than a cen- 
tury, the government announced leg- 
islation to abolish tithes paid by 
landowners to churches. 

British farmers have revolted sev- 
eral times in the last few years | 
against the payment of tithes, par-| 
ticularly in Norfolk, Suffolk and| 
Kent counties, where farmers have 
been hard pressed since the depres- 
sion. 

Tithes have been levied against 
land in Britain since the seventh | 
century and since 1704 they have, 
been collected for the benefit of the! 
Church of England, under an act of 
Queen Anne known as ‘Queen Anne's! 
Bounty.” The revenues, which origi- | 
nally amounted to about $100,000 a 
year, were intended for the benefit 
of poor curates. In recent years they 
have risen to a total of about $11,- 
000,000 annually. 

During 1934, when several serious 
protests occurred, British farmers 
followed the passive resistance tac- 
tics of Mahatma Gandhi by lying in 
the paths of trucks which officials 
sent to their farms to confiscate cat- 
tle and grain in payment of over- 
due tithes. 

In a protest last spring a sign 
was chalked on the side of a church. 
“Churchmen, be sporty and pay for 
your own religion.” 

Plans for changing the tithes sys- 
tem, which has been a knotty pro- 
blem for several centuries, were in- 
troduced in Parliament two years 
ago, but the issue was sidestepped 
because it cut across party lines. 
Last December a proposal was in- 
troduced for abolishing tithes. They 
date from pre-Biblical days when 
land owners were assessed their 
whole “first fruits’ and thereafter 
one-tenth of each year’s produce.

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Early Canadian Currency 
Tells Story Of Pioneer 


usiness And Finance 


Echoes of Canada's early days 
when a dollar was a “piastre’ and 
“pieces of eight” were practical units 
of currency, reached Montreal a 
short time ago via the international 
banking route, 

From a bank in the United States, 
The Royal Bank of Canada received 
for redemption a bundle of old bills 
issued by the Union Bank, Montreal, 
Lower Canada, and dated 1838, Thin, 
some of them slightly dog-eared, the 
printing faded, they must have lain 
in some bottom drawer or old chest 
for nearly 100 years. There were 8&3 
individual bills in the bundle in de- 
nominations of $1, $2, $3, $5 and $10. 
Their total value was apparently 
$140.00. 

The bills themselves tell a roman- 
tic story of Canadian pioneer busi- 
ness and finance. Engraved on the 
face of the ‘$10" is a representation 
of a railroad train, presumably the 
first railway in Canada, which began 
operations between Laprairie and St. 
Johns, Que., in 1836, two years be- 
fore the bills were issued. By a 
coincidence, The Royal Bank of 
Canada this year has issued a calen- 
dar depicting the opening of this 
same railroad. 

It is interesting to note, too, that 
the bills are printed in a polyglot of 
English, French and Spanish. The 
one dollar bill is engraved in 
French, English and a combination 
of French and Spanish, for the 
word “dollar” is translated on the 
opposite side into “une piastre.’’ The 
use of the word “piastre’’ and its 
existence in financial parlance 100 
years ago arose from the active 
trade which had grown up between 
Canada and the Caribbean. 

Halifax and other Maritime mer- 
chants of 1838 were already familiar 
with this term through their deal- 
ings with many Spanish business 
men trading in the Maritime ports. 
Spanish currency was then common 
in Canada, particularly in the East 
and “piastres” were generally accept- 
ed as the equivalent of dollars. It is 
from this same term that our com- 
mon expressions “two bits’ and 
“four bits” originated; for the “pias- 
was divided into eight equal 
parts, the “pieces of eight” of pirate 
fiction, each piece being a ‘bit’: 
thus ‘two bits’ became a quarter or 
25c, four bits, 50c, and so on. 

Other details of the old bills bring 
to light other unusual facts con- 
cerning the trading and _ financial 
practices of the early days, At that 
time there was no legal currency 
in Canada. Groups of men organ- 


| ized themselves from time to time 


into local banks and issued bills to 
facilitate business dealings. Fre- 
quently the bills were issued payable 


to some stated individual, or 
“bearer”. Thus, one of the $5 bills 
‘of the 1838 issue reads: ‘Union 


Bank pay on demand $5 to R. Har- 
vey or bearer’, Mr. Harvey's name 
being written in by the bank. 

This story, unfortunately, has a 
sad ending, at least for the people 
who have presented these old bills 
for redemption. Little is known to- 
day of the Union Bank of Montreal. 
“The Union Bank of Lower Canada,” 
however, did exist and later became 
the Union Bank of Canada, which 
was absorbed by The Royal Bank of 
Canada, and it is perhaps because of 
this circumstance and the confusion 
between the names of the two banks 
that these old bills have found their 
way to The Royal Bank of Mont- 
real,
